Belleville shooting suspect 
held on $500,000 bond

Billy Ray Patrick, IT, age 22, was arraigned 
May 15 on a charge of attempted murder 
that could send him to prison for the rest of 
his life if he is found guilty 
He also was arraigned on three other 
r ‘ felony charges. 

Patrick is accused 
of shooting 16-year- 
old Thomas Strunk in 
the face on May 12 on 
West Columbia Avenue 
in the city of Belleville. 
Strunk is a student at 
Belleville High School 
and both Patrick and 
Strunk live within the

city of Belleville. 

Patrick’s video arraignment was conducted 
in Judge David Parrott’s courtroom at 34" 
District Court in Romulus. 

An intergovernmental agreement is in 
place between Van Buren Township and 


the City of Belleville for the township to 
provide emergency dispatch and lockup 
services for the city. For that reason, 
Patrick’s video arraignment was conducted 
from the VBT police department. 

Patrick stood before the camera looking 
very distraught as Judge Parrott read the 
charges: 

e Attempting to commit murder — could 
be sentenced to life; 

e Assault to do great bodily harm, less 
than murder — up to 10 years; 

e Assault with a dangerous weapon — up 
to 4 years; and 

e Carrying a pistol at the time to commit 
murder - 2 years. 

Judge Parrott set Patrick’s preliminary 
exam for May 28, after noting that Patrick 
had signed papers requesting a court- 
appointed attorney. 

Judge Parrott set bond at $500,000 
or 10%, saying these were extremely 
serious charges and a high cash bond was

She complained to VBT Clerk Wright and 
he encouraged her to take to the township 
board — so she did at Tuesday night’s 
meeting. 

She asked the board who is supposed to 
take care of the cemetery? Every summer 
it’s an ongoing problem. Could they get a 
caretaker to look after it, like they had in 
the past? 

Supervisor Combs said two DPW 
workers go out and pick up limbs at four 
cemeteries. DPW Chief Taylor said he has 
a staffing problem and tried to get another 
part-timer into his budget, but that was 
denied. He said he spoke to the company 
that mows the grass and they will be more 
careful with the headstones. 

Taylor said he’ll try to get it cleaned up 
by Memorial Day. But when the lady said 
that wasn’t a good answer, Clerk Wright 
said they’d get it cleaned up by Memorial 
Day if he has to do it himself. 

Remember all the problems with Otisville 
Cemetery for several years? We think that 
family just stopped complaining.

As part of his FOIA, Delaney also asked for 
information on all pickup trucks purchased 
for any of the township departments.
